We now have a tax burden as 
heavy as ever in our history. In 
the past four years the New Dea!

Of 
‘this amount, it will raise seven bii- 
lion by taxes, while borrowing the 
remaining eight billion to add 
Our already staggering national 
debt. 

The cost of that terrific bil

ple. It is going to fall upon 
backs of ordinary men, farmers, 
laborers and little business men. All 
of us are going to pay it. We are 
going to pay it in a thousand indi- 
rect taxes levied upon the clothes 
we wear, the food we eat, the auto- 
mobiles we ride, on everything 
except the air we breathe And 
after we are through paying all 
this, we pay more in the loss of 
opportunities that results from the 
burdens that the tax bill places on 
every type of American business 
activity. 

Principles of Taxation. 

Now taxes are an extremely com- 
plicated subject. But the principles 
to be applied are simple.

Proposes Commission, 


If elected, I propose the immedi- 
ate establishment of a special com-| 
mission to study the whole tax 
caiestion. Such a commission must 
be composed of Government offi- 
cials, members of both houses of 
Congress, business men, representa- 
tives of labor and tax experts. It 
should study the needs of the Fed- 
eral, state and local governments 


The effects of taxation upon the in- 


dividual and upon the nation must 
be analyzed together with the cost 
and complexity of administering va- 
rious types of taxes. 

It was only after a similar ex- 
haustive study of money and bank- 
ing that the existing Federal] Re- 
serve System was evolved.

The best we The shifting rules, the inconsistent 


policies, the threat of Government 
competition, the discouragement of 
profit and the fantastic, punitive 
taxes—all these have been sold to 
the people of America with a false 
label marked “liberalism.” Actual- 
ly, these practices have curtailed 
the number of jobs. 

Common sense tells me that what 
labor wants is jobs.

Youth can adapt it- 
self, invent, grow and flourish. We 
are not old enough to have an in- 
dispensable man—or an indispen-| 
or an indispensable 
theory of economics. The New 
Deal has imprisoned us in its own | 
notions of what is indispensable.

are purely imaginary. We don't 
have to have a third term. We 
don't have to have $,000,000 unem- 
ployed.

Many 
Americans of those days were will- 
ing to concede that if government 
could be guaranteed to be kept al- 
ways on the high level of unsel- 
fish service suggested by the Ham- 
iltonians, there would be nothing 
to fear. For the very basis of the 
Hamiltonian philosophy was that 
through a system of elections every 
four years, limited to the votes of 
the most highly educated and the 
most successful citizens, the best 
of those qualified to govern could 
always be selected, 

Jeffersonian Perspicuity. 

It was with rare perspicuity, how- 
ever, that Jefferson pointed out that, 
on the doctrine of sheer human 
frailty, the Hamilton theory was 
bound to develop into government 
by selfishness or government for 
personal gain or government by 
class, which would ultimately lead 
to the abolishment of free elections. 
For he recognized that it was our 
System of free, unhampered elec- 
tions which was the surest guaranty 
of popular government.

Men Worked Too Hard. 


In all there was trouble because 
important orders were put on the 
radio without coding or badly 
coded so that vital information was 
given to the enemy. In two of the 
four armies (and probably:the ot 
ers as well) higher commands 
failed to keep the units beneath 
them sufficiently informed of the 
general trend of the battle so that 
the latter lacked information on 
which to estimate the importance 
of situations that arose. 
officers asked too much of their 
men—kept them marching or fight- 
ing too long, without proper rest. 

But none of these are as impor- 
tant or as troublesome for the fu- 
ture as the lack of training in 
movement.

Now just let me ex- 
plain what this means in actual 
practice, i. e., my own experience 
aS an aviator in the Navy. 

I enlisted in naval aviation dur- 


ing the World War. At the Armis- 
tice I held the rank of Ensign— 
the lowest commissioned rank in 
the Navy. The naval flying arm 
was made up almost exclusively of 
people like myself—“reservists” we 
were called, to differentiate us from 
the Annapolis naval officers. We 
built the Navy flight training 
schools: we taught Annapolis cadets 
to fly; whereupon our students be- 
came our commanding officers! 


By 1921, I had been advanced in 
rank from Ensign to Senior Lieu- 
tenant (two stripes). Prior to the 
bombing off the Virginia Capes 
(where Gen. Billy Mitchell sunk 
the Navy), we reservists were in- 
formed that we would have to 
stand professional examination on 
naval matters to stay in the Navy. 
The atmosphere was rife with “get 
rid of these reservists and all non- 
Annapolis people.” This in spite 
of the fact that we had been doing 
all the important flying in 
Navy, all the test work since the 
Armistice, 


Efforts at Study. 


Along with our flying,.we made 
half-hearted efforts to study steam 
engineering (applied to warships), 
naval gunnery, seamanship, naval 
navigation, naval strategy and tac- 
tics, and international law. 


battleship. We knew nothing of 
B. & W. boilers, Allen ice machines, 
the interior of turrets, and so 
forth. Nothing could be further 
away from our intensive efforts to 
learn something about the unknown 
art of flying and to maintain our 
necks intact. Nevertheless, we were 
obliged to sketch and describe the 
insides of a warship, 


The results of my examination 
were not so hot, and I was offered 
a commission as an Ensign—two 
grades below the rank I then held. 
I didn’t know sea-going seaman- 
ship, nor B & W boilers, nor Allen 
ice machines, nor anything about 
that type of equipment, but I did 
know enough about naval flying 
business to induce most ranking 
officers, who couldn’t fly safely 
alone, to fly with me (for their 
flight pay). 

The reduction in rank was heart- 
breaking. I had worked hard for 
what I had. But I loved the naval 
service and flying, so I accepted the 
rank of Ensign. 


Two years later I stood another 


truly naval examination and passed 
this one by memorizing the text- 
books word for word. It was a 30- 
day job of memorizing, whereupon 
I was promoted to Lieutenant (jun- 
ior grade). In this instance, as the 
result of a first-class naval gun- 
nery paper, the officer in charge 
commended me, asking how many 
years sea duty on warships I had 
had. I smilingly answered none. 
Returning my smile he replied: 
“Vell, how did you pass the ex: 
amination so highly?” 
broke down. “Captain,” I said, “I

Doctor's Care Needed

HAT can I do with a child who is so slow that he never 
OW gets to where he belongs on time. Late fer meals, late 

for school, late coming home, late for bedtime. By sheer 
push and shove he is sent on his way to school, where he be- 
haves the same way. 

“He is 13 years old now and this 
has been going on for the past two 
years. He was never what one would 
call quick, but he used to make some 
effort. Now he makes none. We

s= Take him to a doctor who under- 
. stands the growth of children. The 
family doctor who understands his 
i ® general condition, is usually not the 
ANGELO PATRI one who understands the particular 
difficulty that besets such a child. Some obscure imbalance 
makes the boy too tired, too dull to help himself. The child spe- 
cialist, if given a chance to study him and his environment for a 
while, usually find the cause. Once that is found and treated 
the child usually improves. He always improves unless some 
incurable condition is discovered, a very rare happening indeed. 
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WHEN A CHILD slows down, loses interest in life. look 
over his daily program. Is he working too many hours a day? 
Grown people are likely to think that going to school, taking 
music and dancing lessons, attending club meetings, church, 
church instruction, keeping: up to the mark in every field of 
activity, is easy for children. All study, all formal discipline is a 
strain on a child. Prolonged strain will send a child to the hos- 
pital for nervous diseases. 

If a child has had a serious illness he should go on reduced 
speed for a while. Usually he is asked to make up work, “catch 
up” and put forth extra effort at a time when his vitality is 
low. He needs rest, relief from pressure, assurance that his 
restoration to complete health is more important than anything 
else. Pressure put upon such a child is likely to produce the 
listless, hopeless kind of invalid. 

Listless children are ailing children. What they need is 
medical help. Before calling for that adjust the child’s day so 
that he gets plenty of time to rest and play. Cut down his pro- 
gram of study so that he can accomplish it well within the set 
time. That gives both doctor and patient a chance of success.

“Bankrupt’’—originally a 
broken bench! 


Bankrupt, composed of two Ital- 
ian words meaning literally “brok- 
en bench,” embodies in its form a 
colorful story of times long past. 

During the middle ages, the 
“bank” was a simple table or 
bench; on this, the banker of the 
day, the man who took money for 
safekeeping or exchanged foreign 
currencies, transacted his business. 

In Florence and Venice, if such a 
banker became insolvent and was 
unable to meet his obligations, the 
law decreed that his money bench 
be broken and exposed to public 
view—a warning to all. 

Hence the business man of to- 
day, who is so stone broke as to be 
branded a bankrupt is so called 
after the Florentine and Venetian 
money-changers who were similarly 
“bench-broke!”
